THE “BOWEN” PIRACY CASE. 
(Straits Tunes.) 


Another humiliating example has 
been given of the incompetency, we 
might say, the ipa of English 
law and administration of justice to deal 
with certain phases of crime in the Far 
Enst. About two months ago a daring 
plot was hatched in Hongkong and this 
pert to seize an Hagin mail steamer on 
the high seas in order to obtain posses- 
pion of a large amount of gold she was 
carrying. It was the mercy of God that 
every man, woman, and child on board 
of her, to the number of some three 
[hundred sonls, were not foully mur- 
dered and the steamer snnk, never more 
to be heard of. The tragedy very nearly 
happened, for the scheme was only dis- 
covered by a most fortunate accident 
just when almost on point of being put 
In execution. Twenty-six of tha mur- 
derous miscreants engaged in it were 
seized and banded over to be dealt with 
by English law in Hongkoug. ‘they 
could give uo account of themselves, and 
some of them were recognised by the! 
Hongkong police as old crimmals. 
There was not a shadow of doubt about 
their guilt nnd there could not be in the 
minds of any reasonable man. Yet we 
jearn from the Hongkong papers that 
the charge aynin-t thera has been dis- 
missed hy the Polico Magistrate, and 
they have been s:t free to resume with 
impunity once more their nefarious 
schemes. [tis no wonder that the 
Hongkong press cry ont against this 


monstrous miscarriage of justice and 
condemn with unspuring severity the 
conduct of the magistrate and the action 
of the Executive in the case, and if there | 
be any truth in the allegation openly 
“made that the decision given was in- 
fluenced by an opinion coming from a 
high quarter to the effect that the! 
Bowen case was wade too mucli of, that 
the poor innocent “lambs” had been 
badly treated throughout, and that the 
feeling which bad been engendered con- 
cerning the case was the outcome of » 
lamentable prejudice of the Luropéan 
colonists aninst the Chineso xs a race, 
then it is time thatthe uttention of the 
Home Government should be promptly 
drawn to the administration of law and 
justicg in Hongkong.

JAPANESE AND CHINESE 
STUDENTS IN AMERICA. 


Speaking of the Japanese and Chinese 
students in America, @ recent writer in 
Scribner observes that about seventy of 
the tormer are now members uf A ucrican 
schools and colleges. A third of the 
number are connected with institutions 
of the Western and Pacific states ; and 
the remainder are enrolicd in Eastern } 
schools. About sixty of the whole bady, 
however, are private students, and as 
such have no connection-with the home 
government. Only nine are under the 
care of the Japanese Department of 
Education, The Japanese Commissioner 
of Education in America gives the fol- 
lowing aa the occupation of these nine:— 

“Two of them were graduated at 
Bost'n Law Sehool, and are studying” 
the practice of law. Ono of them waa 
graduated at Cambridge Law School, 
and it also studying the practice in 
New York. One was graduated at 
Columbia Law School, ami got another 


he is studying now, Three of them wera | 
graduated at the Columbia School of | 
Minos, and they aro studying the branch | 
by practical inveatization there. Two 
graduated at tho Polytevbuic Instituse, | 
‘Troy, N.Y. and are now studying practi- 
cally.” 

‘Tho project of sending Chinese youths 
abroad for slady was first started by 
Yung Wing, at’ Washington, who was 
also placed in charge of the first hatch of 
atudents.

guage more rapidly and employs it with 
greater facility than the Japanese. Both 
pay the utmost deference to authority, 
and sro models of decorum and politeness, 
although ihe Japanese belong relatively 
to o higher caste. In mental character- 
istics the contrast is less marked, fn 
both cases memory is developed to an 
extent unknowa in western countries ; 
but this scems to be done at tho exponse 
of tho logical facuTties, ‘and a ditficulty 
in conducting processes of thought of 
ordinary intricacy is one of the first 
defects which a teacher notices in their 
mental constitution, — Intellectually, 
both are “clear-sighted rather than far- 
sighted ; and ara distinguished for oxact- 
uess iu thought and statement.” The 
Chineso nuke more advance in linguistic, 
the Japancso in mathematical studies 
As arule they are not addicted to the 
we of alcohol or tobacco.

THE FORCE AT KANDAWAR. 


Accurdiny to recent telegrams Ge- 
neral Primrose had only ‘ubout 5,000 
men in Kandahar, yet the Bombay 
papers give the fullowiug as the strength 
of the Kandahar Field 4’crce :—

command of General Primrose befure the 
recent disaster consisted of nearly 11,UU0 
men, uamely, 712 artillery, 1,876 cavalry, 
873 suppers and minors and 8,442 infantry.

CHINESE FOREIGN POLICY. 
(Pall Afall Budget.) 

At the present time the question of 
European relations with Chica is sssum- 
ing greater importance than at xuy pre- 
vious time, und it has became quite 
clear that jn the immediate future 
Chinese politics will have to be studicd 
with tich more attention than we have 
hitherto devoted to them, ‘The mar- 
en place 
in the attitude of China herself towards 
Europe is in itself one of the preat 

Olitical fentures of the time. ter am- 

assadors have thoroughly advised the 
Imperial Council as to the respective 
standing of the variods European States, 
and this newly aequited knowledge has 
been turned to geod purpose in recent 
action. But by far the best evidence of 
the Chinese capacity to understand what 
is guing on, and % appreciate her own 
position, is contained in the instructions 
of the Tsungli Yamén to the Chinese 
Ministers abroad. 

These instructions were issued in 
March, 1878, and very much to tie 
point they are. They commence by 
claiming br China a rigid adherence to 
the treaties which she has signed, and 
stating that complaints have arisen in 
the main from accidents to individuals 
and from the incidence of taxntion. As 
to the former, no amount of foresight 
can always guard nyninst them, and the 
latter arises from a difference in reais g 
the treaty. But treaties may be revised 
once in every ten years, aud it is ia 
reference to these revisions that the 
instructions are issued. Four cardinal 
points aro named on which in the 
opinion of the Tsungli Yomén ay have 


ilitherto failed to make the Chinese 
rview 


underswod. These are transit, 
lekin taxation, exlerritoriality, aud the 
“most favoured vation” clause, The 
opinion of the Chinese Government on 
these various points is put forward with 
Oealinness, a precision, and a brevity, 
that would do credit to the ablest Euro- 


transit inwards aad outwards the re- 
marks of the Tsungli Yamén sre too 
technical to be of much general in- 
terest, but the principles regulating 
certificated and uncertificated merchan- 
dise sreclearly laid down, With reter- 
ence to the lokin dues, about which 
there has been so much dispute between 
our own Government and that of China, 
it is plainly stated that the dues are as 
abjectobable to Chinese merchants os 
they are to foreigners, and that the 
Chinese Government regards them os 
only a temporary expedient. 

Independent Powers must be gnided by na- 
tional necessities in dxing their taxation. In 
thoae troublous times the demands on the Gov- 
ermmment aro very heavy, and i¢ is impossiblo to 
avoid having recourse to special measures, We 
maiutoin that all such matters should be I-ft tu 
be determined by Clioa herself, and that the 
foroignur bas no more right to interfere with or 
object to them than China would have to inter- 
fore with or criticize the action of a foreign Gor- 
ernment in raising loats or increasing taxes.

Where, however, 
the position of China is maintained most 
forcibly is in the paragraph which deula 
with juvisdictiun om territoriality, ‘Dhis 
isin every way 80 admirable that did 
space permit wo should quote it at 
length. By the treaties foreigners in 
China are allowed to be dealt with by 
their own authorities, But more than 
this is claimed, and foreigners interpret 
this privilege as meaning that they ma 
override the Chinese regulations wit 
impunity. To this the ‘Tsungli Yamén 
cannot consent. China has granted no 
such permission to foreigners by any 
treaty. Foreignera in China must obey, 
the laws of China, only if they break 
them they are to be punished by their 
own national officials in accordance with 
their own nations! laws. Can anything 
be more reasonable than this? “Ina 
word,” to quote the State paper, “ the 
true meaning of the exterritoriality clause 
is not that a foreigner is at liberty to 
break Chinese lows, but that if, he 
offends he shall be punished by bis own 
national officials.” But, that arrango- 
ment having beer made, there ie 
another point, too; ond this is that 
foreign Governments should take caro 
that, foreign consuls being vested with 
this great authority, only good and 
“ trustworthy” men should be appointed 
to these posts.

Rut some of these 
missionaries, “ exalting the importance 
of their office, arroznte to themselves an 
official status,” ond interfere with ('hi- 
nese official business, “ ‘Ili: state of 
things China cannot tolerate ur submit 
to.” By the exterritoriality. clause fur- 
cigners are to be dealt with by their 
own national authorities; but Chinese 
subjects on Chinese soil, whethor Chris- 
tians or not Christiaris, are to be dealt 
with by Chinese officials under Chinese 
law, aud missionariesmust keep “Hands 
off.” In conclusion, the Chinese say 
what is needed for the modification of 
treaties is “ reciprocal consideration and 
mutnal forbearance.’ 

Thus ends this very remarkable docn- 
ment—remarkablé” fs’ showing great 
clearness of mind and firmness of judg- 
ment combined with a sound national. 
spirit. In our future business with 
Caina it would be well if we rermember- 
ed that men who so thoroughly under- 
stand their own position may be not in- 
capable of appreciating ours—even ° 
where the highest considerations of 
international morality are involved.
